Harris Gives Chair to 
New President Howard

Jim Harris, President of this 
year's Engineering Undergraduate 
Society, turned over the position 
of chief executive to Claude How- 
ard in an open meeting held in the 
Engineering Building - yesterday. 
This meeting was the last one to be 
held by the Engineers this year, 
and business on the agenda in- 
cluded a report by Jim Harris, act- 
ing in the capacity of Prcîidenl for 
Ihc last time, a report by the 
Treasurer, Robert Kecflcr, and Ihc 
reading of amendments to Ihc Con- 
stitution, which were then passed 
by the quorum, without discussion. 
1 Question Period 

: Then the meeting was. turned 
over to the floor for new business 
and a question period. Mr. Hartz, 
vice-president of the Engineering 
Institute of Canada presented an 
award certificate to Jim Harm, 
and then Dean J, J.. O'Neill of the 
Faculty of Engineering presented 
the rest of the prizes and awards 
given by the E.U.S. 
• Claude Howard, new president or 
the E.U.S., took the chair, and after 
congratulating Jim Harris for his 
work during the past year, pie- 
senlod him with a Major Executive 
Award, and then the meeting wai 
adjourned. 

PRESIDENT REPORTS 

Jim Harris, in his report to the 
meeting, gave an account of Ine 
E.I.C. meeting which he attended 
last April in Banff. Delegates frn,:i 
all Canadian Universities were rep- 
resented at this meeting in addition 
to the Senior members of the or- 
ganization. The question of sum- 
mcr employment for engineers war 
discussed at this gathering, and il 
was decided that no major prob- 
lem existed that could not be taken 
care of through the employment 
services of the universities them- 
selves, such as McGill's own Place- 
ment Service. m 

Another question discussed at the 
Banff meeting was the idea of 
unionizing Engineering on a Nation 
wide basis. This plan, however, 
was turned down by an almost uni- 
versal vote. 

The Senior Section of the E.IC. 
suggested a system of prizes which 
would be awarded to engineers 
ranking in the first ten per cent. 
This suggestion was considered but 
it was suggested that fewer prizes 
be awarded, and they should be of 
greater value. 

An E.I.C. week was another sug- 
gestion put forth by the meeting 
at Banff. Jim Harris put forth a 
plan which was carried out very

It was sent to other universities In 
hopes of recruiting more members 
for the Junior E.I.C. 

Then Mr. Harris turned to events 
nearer home, and gave a report 
of the activities of the various com- 
mittees under the supervision of 
the E.U.S. He cited the accom 
plishmcnts of such organizations 
as the Dawson Liason, which has 
a member silting on the E.U.S. to 
represent the Dawson Engineers, 
the publicity manager, John liar- 
vie; the sports committee, under 
whose surveillance more than 101 
engineers participated in competi- 
tive sports during the year; the 
Publications board, which publish 
cd all the examination papers for 
the past three years— mechanics 
notes, strength of material notes. 
Eng. law notes, economics notes, 
hydraulic notes, and song sheets. 
This last organization is run on a 
strictly non-profit basis, and print- 
ed over 400,000 sheets during the 
past year. 

Other committees commended by 
President Harris were the Film 
Society, which displayed a film 
regularly every week, the Debat- 
ing Society, which participated in 
IS debates. 2 inlcrfaculty, and 1 
Intercollegiate, and also the Maga- 
zine Committee which publishes the 
McGill Engineer. The Social Com- 
mittee also had a very active year, 
putting on such well known events 
as the Plumbers' Ball, the Fall In- 
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formal, and ihe Engineers' Smoker 1 .' 
E.I.C. Week Held 
The E.I.C. week which was held 
was another very successful event, 
and a total of 300 new members 
joined the organization. The num- 
ber of new members alone at Mc- 
Gill is far greater than the aggre- 
gate number of memcbers at cither 
Varsity or U.B.C. 

Mr. Harris alio rcDortcd on the 
Book Service, which although it 
had a deficit of some $5,000 owing 
to a mistake on the part of the 
auditors, has made of profit of 
$4,000 during the past year, thus 
reducing the deficit to $5,000. 

Mr. Harris then thanked the sfu- 
dent body for the support they 
have given him through his term 
of office, and after a short address 
by the new president Claude How- 
ard, the meeting was adjourned.

Who and What 
Is Dark Horse 
Henri D'Ung?

For many days past, students 
have been mystiticd by posters 
bearing the name of Henri D'Ung. 
a man who announce himself as 
candidate for the position of Vice- 
President of the McGill Union. He 
has accused pressure groups of 
preventing the publication of his 
photo, pen sketch, and platform in 
The Dally, and has proclaimed his 
persecution by there groups all over 
the Union lobby. 

Who Is He? 

Students arc wandering about 
asking themselves who this man 
is and what is his platform? It is 
the purpose of this article to an- 
swer these questions and give 
D'Une final election publicity. 

Henri D'Ung is a duly registered 
student in second year Civil Law. 
He is popular with his friends, 
among whom are numbered cer- 
tain columnists famous (or infam- 
ous) for their unflagging interest 
in the cause of animal emancipa- 
tion. 

He has. however, contracted cer- 
tain very bad habits during his 
stay at our University. Among 
these arc: 

1. Never attending any lectures. 

2. Never paying any fees. 

He has had voluminous corres- 
pondence with University authori- 
ties on this latter subject. 

The Student -"Directory lists him 
as having a local address and an 
address in Paris. 

Provide For Horses 
- His election platform is based on 
the assertion that it is our duty 
to provide for the horses who so 
materially add to the aesthetic value 
ot the landscape around our fair 
campus. In a statement to the Daily 
yesterday, he stated that if elected 
he will provide ultramodern, air 
conditioned, sanitary stables in that 
part of the Union building now 
laughingly known as the "Brill- 
room." 

The official reason why neither 
his election publicity nor his many 
contributions to Features have been 
published is until quite recently he 
has been fluite ill with leprosy. His 
material has been rejected in the 
interest of safeguarding Ihc health 
of Daily and Gazette employees. 

The fact of the matter is that 
D'Ung is a horse of the darkest 
colour. He has been kept off the 
ballots for the very good reason 
that he has no legitimate place on 
them. As far as that goes, he has 
no legitimate place in the Uni 
vcrsity. His sole object seems to 
be to cloud the issues at hand. For 
this reason he has been continu- 
ally lied to, lied about, held up, 
knocked down, shouted at, whis- 
pered about, fined, defined, sland- 
ered, idolized, and, mortified by re- 
actionary reporters and exuberant 
editors of the Daily. He is doomed 
to wage a losing battle against 
these forces during the rest of his 
stay at McGill, and to remain an 
unknown soldier in the many 
battles of B.M.O.C.'s on this 
campus.

If proportionate interest Is 
aroused here, McGill should see 
a record turnout at the polls to- 
day There are seven and a halt 
thousand students on the campui 
who have the franchise, and slight- 
ly more than half of that number 
usually exercise it. By all indica- 
tions there should be at least four 
thousand votes cast today. 

Bob Gill, Student Society presi- 
dent, announced today that first 
complete election results will be 
announced at the Student Society 
Banquet tonight. 

The polls will be open from 8.45 
a.m. until 4.15 p.m. Voting will be 
according to faculties, as outlined 
in another article on this page. 

"It is the duty and privilege of 
every McGill student to exercise 
his or her franchise in this elec- 
tion" said Bob Gill. President of 
the Students Society. "We arc coni 
(ident of a record number of vote! 
being cast today. I urge every stu- 
dent to decide who their candi- 
dates are. and then get out and 
support them at the polls."

The following extract from the 
report of the S.E.C. election com- 
mittee outlines the procedure to 
be followed in the elections on 
March 9. 

The Faculty representatives shall 
be the Returning Officers in their 
respective Faculties. Their duties 
shall be as follows: 

A. To make all adminislra- 

A. To make all administra- 
tive arrangements for the pro- 
per conduct of the elections in 
their respective Faculties. 

B. To appoint the minimum 
number of Assistant Returning 
Officers necessary for the effi- 
cient conduct of the election. 

C. To pick up the ballot 
boxes, ballots and voting lists 
at the McGill Union between 
8:15 and 8:40 a.m.. Tuesday 
March 9. and to return same to 
the Union at 4:15 p.m. on the 
same day. 

D. To assist in counting the 
ballots. (Each Faculty Rep- 
resentative must bring one as- 
sistant to help count ballots 
after the election. 

E. In the event that any 
Faculty Representative Is un- 
able to perform his duties, he 
must name a deputy who must 
meet with the approval of the 
S.E.C. 

Each candidate must name « 
scrutineer and submit his name to 
the Chief Returning Officer (in th? 
CE.C nffircc in the Union) before 
5 p.m. Monday, March 7. The 
duties of the candidate's scrutineer 
shall b to visit the polls to satisfy 
himself and his candidate that the 
election is being properly conduct- 
ed; and lo scrutinize the counting 
of the ballots after the election. 
Bnllotinc: 

A. All student* whose names 
arc nn the voting list shall have 
the franchise. 

». Voters shall initial the' 
voting lists be|idc their names. 
Otherwise, the voting lists shall 
be secret. 

C. All ballot, must he initial- 
ed by the Returning Officers 
on the top left-hand corner be- 
fore given to voters. 

I). Specimens of the initials 
and signatures of all the Re- 
turning -Officers must accom- 
pany the ballot boxes to the 
Union after the election. 

E. No one may attempt to In- 
fluence student opinion in the 
same room where palling is 
being made.

It Is my opinion 
that McGill is too large an instltu- - 
tlon to deny sports to any of its 
students. 

4. A book service for all faculties 
similar to the one now In operation 
by the A.U.S. & E.U.S. This would 
mean a considerable saving to 
every student during his years at 
McGill.

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Professor Alfred Taurins

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"I nm very glad to meet someone 
from the Daily, because twenty 
years afio in Latvia I was editor 
of the students' paper at my uni- 
versity," said Dr. Taurins with o 
smile, after I had been Introduced 
to him. As we sat down, I asked 
him his opinion of college news- 
papers. He was very enthusiastic 
about them and remarked: "They 
are quite necessary for academic 
life, because the students can ex- 
press their thoughts, opinions, and 
feelings 'in such editions." 

He then told me about the col- 
lege newspaper he had edited years 
ago at the University or Riga, in 
Latvia. It was a weekly newspaper! 
called the Student rather rescmb!- I 
ing the Dawson Weekly. 

Since I knew very little about 
Latvia. 1 felt I now had my chance 
to rectify that discrepancy in ac- 
knowledge and possibly in ofher, 
matters as well. Dr. Taurins agree:. 
With me that people in Canada 
have a limited knowledge of Lat- 
via, and gave me a very Interesting 
outline of its history. "Latvia be 
longs to the Baltic States who got 
their independence in 1018 after the 
first World War. They had belong- 
ed to Russia before that, but It Is 
important to note that they were 
not always under Russia. One part 
of Latvia came under Russia two 



hundred years ago, while the South- 
ern part only came under Russia 
120 years ago. Before this the 
Southern part had been ruled by a 
Duke and called the Duchy of Kur- 
land, until it lost its independence 
at the end of the eighteenth cent- 
ury. "Since World War JI." Dr. 
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DR. ALFRED TAURINS 

Taurins added, "the Baltic States 
have become Soviet Republics." 

Speaking of the size of Latvia, 
Dr. Taurins remarked that the Bal- 
tic States are small if compared 
with such great states as Russia 
and Germany, and that has made- 
many great difficulties in their his- 
tory. "Sometimes historians com- 
pare our fate with a corn between 
two millstones." 

Dr. Taurins was born in D.iuguli, 
Latvia. His first school years were 
spent in a Russian school, and Rus- 
sian is his second language. Having 
once tried to study Russian, and 
never proceeding much farther 
than the alphabet, I asked him 
about the best methods of learning j 
it. He said with Russian it was 
much better to begin by speaking 
it first, before tackling the alphabet 
nnd learning to write the language. 
At that point I wished I had his 
good advice at the time I attempt- 
ed to learn the language.

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Graduating from the University 
of Riga, Dr. Taurins joined the 
Faculty of Chemistry there as a 
professor of Organic Chemistry. In 
1038 he was appointed Privat-doccnt 
of the Chair of Organic Chemistry. 
In 1039 he was awarded a scholar- 
ship at the Kaiser Wilhclm Insti- 
tute, and he did research work 
there under Doctor Richard Kuhn. 
the Nobel Prize winner of 1940. At 
the end of 1039 he went to the 
Agricultural Academy of Jelgave, 
n Latvia, where he became Pro- 
fessor of Chemistry and head of 
the Chair of Chemistry. 

In 104-1. the town of Jclgava was 
destroyed and burnt by the Gcr- a|)d 
mans. In the autumn of this year 
Dr. Tnurins and his family were 
sent to Germany by the order of 
the German Military Government, 
where he worked as a farm hand 
and did factory work in Lehrte, 
near Hanover in Northern Ger- 
many. At the end of the war in 
1945, these camps were taken ovci 
by UNRRA for Displaced Persons, 
and Doctor Taurins lived there un- 
til he came to Canada at the begin- 
ning of this year with his wife and 
two daughters. 

This is the first time Dr. Taurins 
has been in Canada. He has come 
to McGill on a Lady Davis Fellow 
ship, and speaking of this he said, 
I am very glad, and thankful to 
Lady Davis and McGIII for this 
opportlnity. I like Canada very 
much and would like to express my 
thoughts about the Canadian 
people. They are very helpful and 
good to mc. The conditions of Can- 
ada are very new to me, and I 
know very little about the customs. 
I think relations among people in 
Canada arc simple but cordial." 

Talking of the food situation in 
Germany. Dr. Taurins said It was 
a little better now, as they have 
2000 calories a day compared to 
the 1000 calorics a day on which 
they had previously existed. But 
the food still lacks vitamins and 
there is little fat or protein. "In 
Germany," said Dr. Taurins, "I 
could not work hard or read a 
book, or think about scientific 
things. My family and I are now 
living at Dawson College, and with 
the very great change in diet I feci 
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can really appreciate this!) 

Boforc he left Germany, Dr. 
Taurins taught in a High School 
for Latvian children in Germany, 
wrote a book on Organic 
Chemistry in Latvian. Before this, 
most of his scientific works had 
been published in German. He 
showed me a very imposing list of 
them and I regretted not knowing 
German. Dr. Taurins said that he 
hoped to go on with his research 
in pure Organic Chemistry. 

I asked him if there was any dif- 
ference between lecturing in Cana- 
dian nnd European Universities, 
and he told mc about the different 
system used in Chemistry. "Here 
experiments arc not done during 
lectures as in Latvia," he said. "In 
Latvia during the lecture, the lcc- 
lurers's desk is covered with ap- 
paratus, and everything is demon- 
strated by his assistants.''' 

He also told me that in Europe 
students have more freedom in 
their studies. "Sometimes in Gcr 
many it is only after two ycats 
that a student docs his first exams, 
and he can go or not go to lectures. 
This system sounded quite heaven- 
ly to me until Dr. Taurins remind- 
ed mc that it is more difficult to 
pass all your exams at the same 
time.

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I Music This Week I

The "most interesting musical 
event of the week was the annual 
piano Concours at the Provincial 
Conservatory of Music. This con- 
cours, which was open to the gen 
eral public, had as judges some of 
the most prominent members of 
Montreal musical circles, includ- 
ing Jean Bcaudet, Alfred LaLibcrte, 
Jean Vallerand, Claude Cham- 
pagne and Michel Hirve. The re- 
sults of the contest have not yet 
been revealed, and the remarks 
that follow aro only the personal 
reactions of the writers. 

There were twelve contestants 
and may we make it perfectly clear 
that all of those who entered the 
contest were of above average mus- 
ical talent and had above average 
technical equipment. Those that 
stood out did so only because they 
had exceptional talent or an unusu- 
ally fluent technique. 

The two compulsory selections 
were a very difficult Theme and 
Variations by the French romantic. 
Camille Chcvillard, and a rondo 
by the modern French composer, O, 
Mcssaicn. The 'variations require a 
sensitive, polished, performance to 
put them across. Tho themo Is n 
saccharine, sentimental bit. and the 
variations that follow explore at 
most every conceivable pianlstic 
technical difficulty. 

The rondo is an amusing bit of 
fluff that requires great poise, a 
sense of humour, and a polished 
but not necessarily complete tech- 
nique.

Let us nil vole, whatever our 
convictions may be, and let us, by 
showing up at the polls, show nur 
feelings as to our choice for a 
leader of the student body. If we 
are not careful, those contenders 
for this office who represent the 
majority of students will lose out 
to another who will catch minority 
votes. That Is to say. the favourites. 
"A" and "B" will run clos» seconds 
to a representative rif a minority 
group, contender "C". This last 
contender will have collected his 
own votes, and those of those per- 
sons who failed to choose between 
"A" and "B". 

No matter what our political 
convictions may be, no matter who 
wc may think Is best, we must 
vote for some contender. The Issue 
is too important for us to forego 
our privilege. Wc must all vote.

After Miss Nauffts, but on an 
entirely different plane, wc would 
place, in order, Guy Lafond, Wil- 
liam Stevens, and Gilles Manny. 
These three gentlemen have the 
virtuoso air about their playing. 
Mr. Lafond has poise and humour 
and is the most sensitivo of the 
three. Mr. Stevens has good tone 
and careful phrasing does not have 
the temeperamcnt for the Interpre- 
tation of French music. Mr. Manny 
has lots of temperament, puts ' on 
an exciting show, but lacks a prop- 
er technical foundation. 

Of the remaining contestants, 
Mireille Chabot and Ronald Turini 
showed through most clearly, the 
rest giving somewhat boneless per- 
formances, in comparison to Miss 
Nauffts' brilliant playing. Unfor- 1 
unately at press time wc were un- 
able to get the Judges results of 
the competition. ■ • *»
